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Dad blasted 
with sawn-off 
shotgun after 
text threats, 
court is told 

Trial hears shot man ‘lured’ to meeting

A HARLOW man “lured” a father 
to a meeting then shot him with a 
stolen shotgun, a court heard. 

Shea Kenny, 26, of Abbeydale 
Close, denies the attack on Sam 
Weaver, which took place at 12pm 
in Willowfield, Harlow, on August 
30, 2015. Prosecutor Ramiz 

Gursoy told Chelmsford Crown 
Court that Kenny sent threaten¬ 
ing texts to Mr Weaver, 25, and 
“lured” him to a meeting point, 
before shooting him in the arm 
with a sawn-off shotgun which 
was stolen in Spain in 2004. 

Lies 

But John Cammegh, mitigat¬ 
ing, called the account of Mr 
Weaver’s father, Jason, a “bag of 
lies”. 

Mr Cammegh instead alleged 
the gun was not brought to the 
scene by Kenny, but by Sam 
Weaver’s brother Billy in a bid to

frighten the defendant and 
“mount an ambush”. 

He also claimed the meeting 
was set up as a drug deal, both 
allegations which Jason denied as 
he gave evidence on Tuesday. 

When asked whether Sam sold 
drugs in the summer of 2015, 
Jason said: “I don’t know.” 

Jason suggested to the court 
that he, Sam, his then two- 
year-old son and Billy had been 
going to meet Sam’s friend Ross 


in a tower block on Willowfield 
at noon. 

Mr Gursoy said: “After drop¬ 
ping Sam off, Jason noticed a sil¬ 
ver BMW. He saw Sam talking to 
someone but didn’t hear what was 
said. 

Bang 

“The next thing he heard was 
shouting and a loud bang. Billy 
ran out followed by Jason. 

“When they approached Sam, 
he said: ‘He has shot me. He has 
******* shot me.’ 

“Billy managed to pull Mr 
Kenny out of the front passenger 
window. There was a struggle and 
Billy retrieved the gun.” 

Sam sustained a bullet wound 
to his arm in the alleged incident, 
as well as burns between his fin¬ 
ger and thumb. 

Mr Gursoy added that the fam¬ 
ily then drove to the house of 
Jason’s other son Joe, 26, before 
putting the gun in a bathtub and

driving to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Armed police arrested Jason, 
Sam and Billy there, while Kenny 
was arrested after driving to a 
friend’s house. Photographs 
shown to the jury suggested that 
Kenny had been wearing gloves 
immediately after the shooting. 

“He was wearing the gloves so 
as not to leave fingerprints on the 
gun,” Mr Gursoy said. 

Defending Kenny, Mr Cam- 
megh tried to shift the blame on to 
the Weavers, questioning their 
motive for being at the scene. 

He told Jason: “You have made 
up the friend, Ross, because you 
needed to provide police a reason 
for being there. None of you had 
any intention of calling the police. 
You were hoping this was all 
going to go away.” 

Treatment 

Jason, who was unable to give a 
surname for Ross, replied: “Get¬ 
ting my son treatment was my 
priority.” 

Mr Cammegh then asked why 
Jason did not drive Sam straight 
to hospital, to which he replied: 
“It was sheer panic.” 

The defence lawyer alleged that 
Jason stamped on Kenny, wiped 
the gun of fingerprints at Joe’s 
house and hid it in the bath to stop 
police finding it, which he 
denied. 

Kenny denies possessing a shot¬ 
gun with intent to endanger life 
and wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm.

Anti-racism rally before national march

ANTI-RACISM campaigners 
vowed to challenge a “poisonous 
atmosphere in society” at a rally 
in Harlow. 

Five speakers shared a message 
of unity to a crowd of 60 at St 
Paul’s Church in Harlow last 
Thursday, March 2, in a meeting 
organised by pressure group Har¬ 
low Stand Up to Racism. 

Adam Cochrane, chief organ¬ 
iser, considered it essential to 
spread the word ahead of a nation¬ 
al demonstration on Saturday, 
March 18. 

Momentous 

He said: “We want to build a 
movement. It is a momentous task 
as there is a poisonous atmo¬ 
sphere. 

“Nigel Farage’s views have 
been normalised and we have to 
build a movement to challenge 
that. 

“I am really pleased with the 
turnout. I believe the majority of 
people want to live in harmony.” 

Harlow Stand Up to Racism has 
organised a coach to pick up Har¬ 


low residents and drive to the 
demonstration in London. 

The Star recently reported a 
rise in hate crimes committed in 
the period after the European 
Union referendum, but Mr 
Cochrane said he did not consider 
the town a hotbed of racial 
unrest. 

“I do not think this says 
something about the town,” he 
said. 

“I think this comes from the top 
of society. 

“We have got people in our 
movement who voted to leave and 
to remain.” 

He added: “There is a disgust¬ 
ing atmosphere now in society, it 
opens the door for the racism of 
the past to come back in. 

“We have to make a stand and 
say no more.” 

Five panel members took a few 
minutes to speak before the audi¬ 
ence members were given the 
opportunity to ask questions or 
comment. 

Murray Sackwild, Essex 
National Union of Teachers 
secretary general, said: “Over 
the last couple of years a dark 
cloud has come across us. 


“People are now starting to 
keep away. 

“Last year stands out as a 
watershed moment. 

“Those who hate now feel 
empowered. This is now seeping 
into schools. 

“We need to turn back this tide. 
We need to stand up and fight 
back.” 

Riccardo la Torre, Fire Brigade 
Union eastern region secretary, 
said: “This is more important 
than ever before. 

Verbal abuse 

“One in ten [foreign nationals] 
can expect to be a victim of verbal 
abuse every year. 

“I believe we have to under¬ 
stand the motives behind the hate. 
We have to challenge this rhet¬ 
oric. 

“It only stands to get worse 
unless we resist and we can do 
that when we are together.” 

He added: “Men in suits have 
caused us more anguish than 
refugees ever have.” 

The audience also heard 
from Harlow councillor Mike 
Danvers and town student Yazz 
James. 


Driver still recovering in hospital in

A DRIVER involved in a serious 
crash in Fifth Avenue, Harlow, is 
still in hospital with serious 
injuries nearly a week later. 

Two cars were involved in the 
incident near the town centre 
around midnight last Thursday, 
March 2, which closed the road 
for an extended period. 

A Ford Focus estate and a 
Volvo saloon were heavily 


damaged by the impact. 

Essex Police confirmed 
yesterday (Wednesday) that the 
driver of the Focus was still 
being treated. 

Arrested 

A 24-year-old man from 
Harlow has been arrested on 
suspicion of causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving and 


has been released on bail. 

In the aftermath of the crash 
witness Katherine Wang, 
resident of Gladwin Way, Harlow, 
said: “I was the third or fourth 
on the scene and ominously no 
sound was coming from either of 
the cars other than the engines 
still running. 

“My neighbour advised there 
was petrol all over the road.”

Book festival can show 
we’re not poles apart... 

Hopes literary event can heal divisions in wake of high-profile death STORYTELLER: Wioletta Greg

AUTHORS are hoping a cultural 
event will build Harlow-Polish 
bonds six months after the tragic 
death of Arkadiusz Jozwik. 

Sarah Perry, writer of The 
Essex Serpent and After the 
Flood, is heading up Meet the 
Neighbours on Saturday, March 
18 in Harlow Central Library in 
Cross Street as part of Essex Book 
Festival. She will chat with Essex- 
based Polish poet Wioletta Greg, 
her compatriot Aga Lesiewicz 
will talk to Karola Gajde while 
workshops and performances for 
families will be held. 

Ros Green, festival director, 
said: “It is to represent how every¬ 
one in Harlow is one community, 
to counteract that image of 
conflict. 

“It is really exciting Harlow is 
celebrating its 70th birthday. My 
reaction was to do something Pol¬ 
ish and the Harlow arts com¬ 
munity has really got around us. 

Rebuild confidence 

“We want to create a positive 
celebration and rebuild confid¬ 
ence in the community.” 

Polish national Mr Jozwik, a 40- 
year-old uncle, died after an incid¬ 
ent in The Stow, Harlow, last 
August, prompting negative cov¬ 
erage of the town in the national 
media. 

Ms Greg is hoping Meet the 
Neighbours will restore a happier 
understanding of immigration 
into the UK and build bridges 
between Harlow residents and 
foreign neighbours. 

She said: “As Harlow celebrates 
its 70th birthday, we are reminded 
that 1947 was also the year of the 
Polish Resettlement Act that 
allowed Poles displaced in the war 
to seek asylum in Britain. 

“Seventy years on Britain is the 
chosen homeland for Poles from 
many generations and walks of 
life, from the descendants of those 
200,000 who settled here in 1947, to 
the most recent arrivals.

“Meet the Neighbours Day is an 
incredibly important event. It 
makes the Polish community feel 
more integrated and understood. 

“It also gives us a chance to 
share our stories, literature, art 
and crafts, and, of course, our 
famous Polish cheesecake, with 
our English neighbours.”

Throughout March a mural 
designed by Polish street artist 
Jola Kudela, featuring portraits of 
Harlow residents, will hang on 
buildings around the town. 

Ms Kudela, 46, who lives in Lon¬ 
don, said: “What happened in 
Harlow last year was a terrible 


tragedy. Unfortunately it tapped 
into the general post-Brexit hys¬ 
teria, and in some way, against the 
will of the people of Harlow, it was 
interpreted by the media as a 
symbol of the mood in the UK. 

“I want to confront the situ¬ 
ation and send a general message 
of peace to the world. I want to say 
to everyone that we are all equal 
and we are all in the same boat. 

“We are all just travellers 
through life and in ten, 20, or 50 
years from now we won’t be here 
any more. So let’s make the best of 
our time here and be happy. I 
invite the people of Harlow to join 
me in the message.”

THE cleanliness and appearance 
of Harlow is the biggest challenge 
facing the town’s new mainten¬ 
ance firm, according to its boss. 

Harlow Council-run HTS Prop¬ 
erty and Environment has now 
been overseeing council housing 
repairs, street cleaning, grass cut¬ 
ting and pest control for a month, 
taking over from Kier Harlow. 

John Phillips, managing direct¬ 
or of HTS, said the firm is looking 
to provide a resident-focused ser¬ 
vice which thrives in duties for 
which Kier was sometimes 
maligned by consumers. 

Complaint 

He said: “We were established 
at the beginning of February and 
in terms of service we have only 
had one relevant complaint about 
service, which we have resolved. 

“In [a similar number of] 
actions Kier got 15-20 com¬ 
plaints. 

“I do not think we are doing 
anything different. My take is 
that we have transferred 313 
people into HTS and they say to 
themselves they are local people 
committed to working for a local 
company.” 

HTS is funded from within

existing council budgets, but the 
change in contracts means that 
Harlow Council can keep any 
profits for future investment. 

The Star heard complaints 
from several residents that Kier 
had been slow to address some 
issues. Mr Phillips, who was pre¬ 
viously Kier operations director, 
said HTS was focused on improve¬ 
ment. He said: “I think some of the 
biggest issues are around the 
cleanliness of the town. Issues 
such as flytipping and making 
sure we empty the bins. 

“The number of calls about that 
is pretty low but we understand 
the look of the town is very 
important and it is a priority. That 
is one area we need to push and 


keep on top of. I am pleased to see 
it looks like we are doing that.” 

Mr Phillips said grass cutting, 
another issue for which Kier 
came under fire, was about to 
begin and HTS had invested in 
some new equipment. 

Overseen 

HTS is overseen by a board of 
directors consisting of Mr Phil¬ 
lips himself, Michael Harrowven, 
Alex Morris and three Harlow 
councillors: Simon Carter, Bob 
Davis and John Strachan. 

The firm has also pledged to 
support Hastingwood-based char¬ 
ity St Clare Hospice. 

Despite the presence of coun¬ 
cillors on the board, the managing 
director said scrutiny will not be 
a problem. Mr Phillips said: “I 
think the reason the councillors 
are on board is to hold to us 
account. They are robust in chal¬ 
lenging our team.” 

He added: “We have done a lot of 
work with Kier and they have 
been co-operative with us. In the 
last week of Kier they were taking 
orders for our work. We made 
sure there was a good transfer. 

“Customers are ringing the 
same telephone numbers as 
before. 

“We are a local business 
serving local people.”

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Resident’s petition to prevent 
horse cruelty signed by 4,200 

Man feels authorities should do more for welfare of animals living on common

MORE than 4,000 people have 
signed a petition demanding 
action to stop ‘cruelty’ to horses 
tethered on Harlow land. 

Animals running loose in the 
town is not a new sight, but 
Newhall resident Peter Bailey has 
had enough of seeing animals 
kept in such conditions. 

The 46-year-old, who started the 
petition, said: “Many horses on 
Harlow Common are not looking 
very well. 

“They are forced to sleep in 
churned up mud. 

Knocked 

“They are lucky to have water 
as their buckets are knocked over. 
They have no health checks and 
no shelter from the bitter winds 
and heavy rain. 

“Harlow people don’t want 
cruelty to these wonderful anim¬ 
als.” 

It is unclear who owns the 
horses. Essex Police officers fre¬ 
quently post reports of having 
seen them walking into roads, but 
when approached by the Star, the 
force said it was not their respons¬ 
ibility. 

Mr Bailey was overwhelmed 


that hundreds of people signed the 
petition within hours of it being 
started on change.org web page. 

It currently has more than 4,200 
signatures. 

A spokesman from the RSPCA 
said: “The RSPCA shares con¬ 
cerns about the horses kept on 
Harlow Common. 

“While the RSPCA has serious 
concerns about tethering, it is not 
against the law and we can only 
enforce guidelines on tethering 
such as pregnant mares, or those 
with foals at foot.” 

Mr Bailey feels authorities 
could be doing more and is now 
organising a public meeting for 
residents to discuss the problem 


further. 

He said: “I have never done it 
(taken action) before. I took my 
dog for a walk and there were a 
couple of horses on the road. I 
raised it on Facebook. 

“People have lots of ideas but 
no-one ever seems to do anything 
about it. 

“A couple of people said to start 
a petition and get something 
going. It has raised the profile of 
it. I think the RSPCA now realises 
there are a lot of people con¬ 
cerned. 

“I think what needs to happen 
now is that we have a grown-up 
conversation about it. I cannot 
hold anybody responsible. 


“People say Harlow is 
renowned for this. But nobody has 
ever dealt with it.” 

He added: “We are going to get a 
meeting together and I hope to get 


this onto the agenda at Harlow 
Council.”

Blitz follows introduction of new penalties

DRIVERS using mobile phones 
behind the wheel are being tar¬ 
geted now that stiffer penalties 
have come into force. 

Since the start of the month, 
people caught using their mobile 
phones while driving have been 
incurring more serious penalties 
- a £200 fine and six penalty points 
on a driving licence. 

To mark this, Essex Police 
launched a week of targeted 
action, which ended yesterday 
(Tuesday), to catch offenders in 
the act across the county. 

Adam Pipe, casualty reduction 
manager for Essex Police, said: 
“The new penalties which came 
into place on March 1 are a strong 
deterrent for those who still 
believe - despite the obvious ser¬ 
iousness of the offence - that 
using a mobile phone is accept¬ 
able behaviour on our roads. 

Distracted 

“Irrevocable and fatal mistakes 
are made when mobile phones are 
used at the wheel and also when 
people allow themselves to be dis¬ 
tracted. 

“It may seem like a simple, even 
innocent act to send a text mes¬ 
sage or take a glance at your 
smartphone screen, but there is a 
very real chance this could lead to 
devastation for you, or someone 
else. There is no excuse for reck¬ 
lessness in the driver’s seat. 

“Do not be a selfish road user, 
we have no sympathy for those 
who put others at risk and we will 
punish those we catch doing so by 
using the full extent of our 
powers.” 

Mobile patrols and static road 
checks operated in areas includ¬ 
ing Brentwood and Maldon. 
Officers also dedicated one day to 
targeting HGV drivers.

Meningitis girl’s multi-million 
pound compensation wrangle 


Family’s bid to overturn previous judges’ verdict that

THE family of a disabled teenager 
with irreversible brain damage 
are re-launching their bid for 
multi-million pound compensa¬ 
tion from Harlow’s Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital (PAH). 

In 2003, the girl, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was 
rushed to the infirmary in Ham- 
stel Road after she contracted bac¬ 
terial meningitis. 

But although she was seen by 
her parents staring into space 


with her eyes rolling, the girl was 
sent home and, by the time medics 
discovered the bug, it was too 
late. 

The girl is deaf and stricken by 
learning difficulties, which 
prompted her family to seek com¬ 
pensation from a GP and PAH. 

‘Trivial’ 

The family’s lawyer said the 
doctor who saw the girl described 
a “trivial illness” on her arrival at 
the hospital. 

High Court Judge Mr Justice 
Jay rejected a bid in 2015, but the

March 1. The claimants are seek¬ 
ing to convince the four judges to 
overturn their verdict that the 
hospital is blameless. 

Elizabeth-Anne Gumbel QC, 
the family’s barrister, argued that 
failings by an accident and emer¬ 
gency doctor were to blame for the 
youngster’s injuries. 

Convulsion 

She said that a doctor failed to 
ask sufficient questions about the 
girl’s history and did not know 
she had been seen to have a con¬ 
vulsion. 


The QC said the correct course 
of action would have been to find 
out more about her symptoms and 
then refer her to paediatricians. 

Miss Gumbel told the court: 
“With full information about why 
she was at hospital at that time, 
the doctor would have offered dif¬ 
ferent treatment, which would 
have averted the disaster. 

“The disaster unfolded because 
she did not have that informa¬ 
tion.” 

Lawyers for PAH are contesting 
the appeal and judgement will be 
given at a later date.

Pervert had images to 
‘suppress paedophilia’ 


A HARLOW man has admitted 
downloading hundreds of indecent 
child images and one showing sex 
with a German shepherd dog. 

Mihaly Toth, 31 and of Miles Close, 
pleaded guilty to five counts of 
downloading illegal images at 
Chelmsford Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday. 

The pervert, who held the material 
between December 24, 2014, and 
January 15 this year, told police he 
was looking at the images “to 
suppress his paedophilia”. 

Of the 358 pictures downloaded, 288 
fell into category A, the most serious 
classification for indecent images of 
children. 

There were 53 images in category 
B, 15 in category C, one prohibited 
image and one extreme 
pornographic image. They were split 


across 35 pieces of equipment, which 
will all now be destroyed. 

Prosecutor Philip Pearson said: 
“On May 14 last year, police attended 
an address which is a multiple 
occupancy building. 

Significant 

“Mr Toth was present and spoken 
to. They said they had information 
someone was downloading images of 
children. He immediately admitted 
he was responsible and made 
significant interview admissions.” 

The case was adjourned to be 
heard at Chelmsford Crown Court 
within the week commencing April 4. 

Toth was ordered to report to 
Harlow police station every Monday 
until then. 

He was also barred from 
unsupervised contact with children.

AN AMATEUR archaeologist is 
worried the proposed 10,000-home 
Gilston Park Estate development 
near Harlow could prevent future 
finds. 

Mike Jury, of Mark Hall, Har¬ 
low, claims to have found historic 
pottery in a field near St Botolph 
Church in Eastwick and fears 
sites like this are at risk. 

Housing association Places for 
People has government backing 
for a proposal to build 10,000 
homes on land around Eastwick, 
Gilston and Hunsdon. 

While the status of his finds has 
not been verified, Mr Jury says 
they could be from a Roman set¬ 
tlement and fears artefacts could 
be buried for many more years. 

Mr Jury said: “The land is of 
great historical value. How much 
will Harlow expand and how 
much will it affect the historical 
importance of Gilston? 

“I do not think people are aware 
of how important the village is in

terms of archaeology. I am not 
opposed to building in the town 
itself. But when you take over 
(green land) you come across 
issues. They (Places for People) 
are probably not aware of it.” 

Mr Jury, a retired council work¬ 
er, said he has made other dis¬ 
coveries in his Harlow allotment 
but the significance of his find¬ 
ings have not been verified. 


Gilston Park Estate is still the 
subject of a consultation exer¬ 
cise. 

Last year the Government 
pledged support for garden towns 
to be built around the country, one 
of which would be to the north of 
Harlow and near Eastwick. 

Importance 

A spokesman for Places for 
People said: “We recognise the 
importance of protecting our 
country’s history when planning 
for the future. 

“Our proposals have been 
designed, where possible, to not 
only protect but also enhance 
local heritage and we have under¬ 
taken extensive surveys and 
assessments in relation to Gilston 
Park Estate. 

“Specifically in relation to East¬ 
wick, we are aware of the archae¬ 
ological areas within its curtilage 
and south of the village. 

“Our proposals seek to preserve 
this character by focusing devel¬ 
opment outside of this area on 
nearby agricultural land.” 


Surge in hate crime since Brexit vote 


RACIALLY and religiously 
motivated hate crime has 
doubled in Essex since the 
Brexit referendum, according to 
the latest Home Office figures. 

There were 32 incidents in 
Harlow from July to September 
2016, a steep rise from 13 the 
year before, while for Essex 
figures rose from 187 to 376. 


Countywide, the hate crimes 
included 26 cases of assault with 
injury, 58 of assault without 
injury, 29 cases of criminal 
damage, 20 of harassment and 
243 cases of public fear, alarm or 
distress. 

Councillor Jon Clempner, 
leader of Harlow Council, said: 
“For most people Harlow 


remains a safe place to live, work 
and visit and a place where 
people get along. 

“We continue to work with 
Essex Police and our partners to 
ensure that remains the case.”

Pressure is on 
local councils 

TO CLAIM that Harlow is the 
best town in the country is, 
perhaps, a little over the top - 
politician’s hype - and Harlow 
Council should certainly not be 
immune from criticism. 

But the sweeping 
generalisations of your 
anonymous correspondent (Why 
not work for the people?

He (I am fairly sure it is a he) 
does not understand the 
pressures that local government 
everywhere has been under for a 
number of years, and that even 
Conservative councils have 
complained about. 

It was not Harlow Council that 
privatised many of the New 
Town’s assets when the 
Development Corporation was 
wound up. 

One result of which is the lack 
of control by the council of 
developments in the town centre. 

It was not Harlow Council that 
opened the floodgates for 
globalisation, which led to the 
loss of so much of the industry 
on which Harlow’s early 
prosperity was based. 

It was successive governments 
that cut, and continue to cut, 
Harlow’s grants, which make up 
a large proportion of the 
council’s income.

It is not the council that drops 
litter or commits vandalism, 
which, sadly, do affect the 
appearance of the town.

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MARION McMULLEN goes ape for Hollywood creature features of days gone by as new movie Kong: Skull Island lands in cinemas 


M OVIE star Fay Wray 
thought she would be 
working alongside Cary 
Grant or Clark Gable when 
she was told “You'll have 
the tallest, darkest leading man in 
Hollywood.” 

Instead she found herself 
co-starring along King Kong and 
screaming her head off as the giant 
ape clambered up New York's Empire 
State Building with her firmly in his 
grasp. 

It led to the Canadian actress being 
dubbed the Queen of Scream and 
she later said: "At the premiere of 
King Kong I wasn't too impressed. I 
thought there was too 
much screaming. I didn't 
realize then that King 
Kong and I were going to 
be together for the rest of 
our lives, and longer.. 

The publicity for the 
1933 black and white 
movie called it "a 
thundering box office 
giant! His footsteps 
thundering a reborn 
showmanship." 

The bellowing giant the 
cinema audiences saw on 
the scream was in reality a 
model that stood around 
18 inches tall and was 
made of rubber and Latex 
with rabbit fur for hair. 

A little movie magic 
helped turn King Kong into a 
monster figure on the screen 
and the film became one of the 
biggest box office hit of its era. 

It sparked a spate of gorilla 
movies including spin-offs 
beginning with Son Of Kong, 
later that same year, and even a 
monster clash in 1962 with King 
Kong vs Godzilla. 

Even the Marx Brothers went a 
little ape in their 1939 comedy At 
The Circus, and Groucho Marx 
used to tell the story of how the 
stunt man poked ventilation 
holes in the suit and upset the 
owner with the producers having 
to rent an orangutan outfit to 
finish the film. The man in 
the gorilla suit was actually a 
performer called Charles Gemora 
who made his own hairy costume 
specially for the movie. 

Bela Lugosi managed to turn 
himself into a hairy hybrid playing 
a meddling mad scientist in Ape 
Man in 1949 with the publicity 
posters warning: "No one is safe 
from the cruel desires of this 
inhuman fiend!" 

Mighty foe Young, also 
1949, featured a giant 
gorilla as a family pet. Life 
on the farm was idyllic 
until the bright lights of 
Hollywood beckoned and 
loe Young was put on the 
stage with disasterous 
results. 

The first scream in the 
movie is actually that of Fay 
Wray from the original King 
Kong movie. Charlize 
Theron and Bill Paxton later 
starred in a Disney remake 
of the film in 1998. 

Phantom Of The Rue 
Morgue back in 1954 saw 
police baffled by a strange 
killer. The horror movie was

based on a tale by Edgar Allan Poe 
and featured gorilla performer 
Charles Gemora once more as 
Sultan the ape. It was his final gorilla 
role and Patricia Medina and Karl 
Malden headed the human cast. The 
1950s also saw Bride Of The Gorilla 
and Bela Lugosi Meets A Brooklyn 
Gorilla. 

Konga in 1961 was another 
creature feature. It starred Michael 
Gough as a scientist whose 
experiments turn a chimpanzee into 
a monster that attacks London. 

But ape movies took a new twist 
with Planet Of The Apes. In the 1968 
blockbuster Charlton Heston played 


the astronaut who ended up in a 
world in which humans were the 
dumb animals and apes the master 
race. 

The movie was so successful it led 
to several more films in the franchise 
as well as a TV series. The story was 
tackled by director Tim Burton in 
2001 then rebooted for Rise Of The 
Planet Of The Apes in 2011 with 
British actor Andy Serkis, best known 
as Gollum in Lord Of The Rings, as 
the rebel ape leader Caesar. Dawn 
of the Planet of the Apes (2014) 
followed and he third chapter, War 
For The Planet Of The Apes, comes 
out on fuly 14. 


King Kong though remains the 
ultimate star of the ape movie genre 
and there have been several remakes 
over the years with lessica Lange in 
the 1976 version and Naomi Watts in 
the 2005 movie. 

The latest incarnation Kong: Skull 
Island starring Brie Larson, Tom 
Hiddleston, and Samuel L lackson is 
released this week. 

"It was beauty killed the beast,” 
remains one of the most famous last 
lines of any movie and Fay Wray once 
said: "Every time I'm in New York, I 
say a little prayer when passing the 
Empire State Building. A good friend 
of mine died up there.”

ankind tumbles 
several links down 
the food chain in 
Kong: Skull Island, a 
rollicking 1970s-set 
action adventure directed by 
Jordan Vogt-Roberts, which 
revives one of cinema’s iconic 
monsters. 

Unfolding predominately on 
a Pacific island where “God 
did not finish creation”, the 
picture unleashes a menagerie 
of hulking beasts as well as the 
titular ape and contrives a 
series of digitally-rendered 
showdowns between these 
leviathans of a lost world. 

Kong’s briskly edited 
ding-dongs ping-pong 
between the spectacular and 
the dizzying, choreographed to 
the relentless beat of Henry 
Jackman’s bombastic 
orchestral score. 

There are fleeting moments 
of humour to punctuate the 
carnage, like when a shadowy 
US official arrives by car in his 
nation’s political capital, which 
is swarming with Vietnam 
protesters, and deadpans: 
“Mark my words, there will 
never be a more screwed-up 
time in Washington.” 

Very droll. 

Director Vogt-Roberts and 
his three screenwriters are 
apparently fans of Jurassic 
Park and its sequels. 

Key sequences pay homage 
to Steven Spielberg’s 
dino-blockbuster, and Samuel 
L Jackson, who played the 
park’s chief engineer, recycles 
one of his iconic lines of 
dialogue - “Hold onto your 
butts!” - in the guise of a 
squadron leader shortly before 
the gargantuan primate starts 
swatting helicopters. 

Bill Randa (John Goodman) 
spearheads a secretive 
government organisation 
called Monarch, which 
specialises “in the hunt for 
massive unidentified terrestrial 
organisms”. 


KONG: SKULL ISLAND 
(12A) ★★★★★ 

He leads an exploratory 
geological survey to a Pacific 
island, which is encircled by 
an electrical storm, and 
sequesters Preston Packard 
(Jackson) from Da Nang 
airbase to fly the mission. 

Packard corrals his best 
pilots and loads aircraft with 
sonic bombs to map the 
island’s topography. 

Passengers include tracker 
James Conrad (Tom 
Hiddleston), anti-war 
photojournalist Mason Weaver 
(Brie Larson), geologist 
Houston Brooks (Corey 
Hawkins) and biologist San Lin 
(Tian Jing). 

The sonic weapons rouse a 
giant ape and the best-laid 



plans of men of science are 
smashed to smithereens. 

Crash-landed on the island, 
the survivors encounter a 
crazed US airman called Hank 
Marlow (John C Reilly), who 
has been living wild for 28 
years and 11 months since his 
aircraft was downed during the 
Second World War. 

“Kong is king around here,” 
confirms Marlow and he joins 
the race against time to reach 
the extraction point. 


Kong: Skull Island angrily 
flexes its muscles, but punches 
below its weight. 

In moments of calm, 
character development is given 
disappointingly short shrift 
and cast including Oscar 
winner Larson are squandered 
in bland roles. 

Hiddleston is unconvincing 
as a former British soldier, 
hired to lead the otherworldly 
expedition, and his swaggering 
hunk’s centrepiece action 
sequence involving a samurai 
sword and gas mask is 
superfluous and almost 
laughable in its execution. 

A brief coda, nestled in the 
end credits, teases the head-on 
collision of monster franchises 
in next year’s Godzilla: King Of 
The Monsters and the 
full-blown rumble Godzilla Vs 
Kong in summer 2020. 




Bittersweet tale of life in the slow lane

ELLE (18,) 

Isabelle Huppert, 
inset, delivers a 
tour-de-force 
Oscar-nominated 
performance as 
a rape victim 
who emerges 
from her horrific 
ordeal with a 
new-found sense 
of purpose, in Paul Verhoeven's provocative 
black comedy thriller. 

Based on the novel by Philippe Djian, Elle opens 
controversially in the midst of the assault on 
video games company director Michele 
(Huppert) by an unidentified male assailant. 
Rather than report the attack to the police, 
Michele washes away the evidence, throws 
away her clothes and tries to put the violent 
episode behind her. However, the rapist begins 
to send her text messages and is clearly 
watching her based on the contents of his 
communications. So Michele arms herself with 
pepper spray and a small axe and resolves to 
unmask the sick and twisted man who changed 
her life. 

There are plenty of suspicious figures in her 
life, including some of her employees, her 
ex-husband Richard (Charles Berling), who has 
a younger lover, and her handsome neighbour 
Patrick (Laurent Lafitte). Meanwhile, Elle also 
has to support her wastrel son Vincent (Jonas 
Bloquet), who cannot stand up to his abusive, 
pregnant girlfriend Josie (Alice Isaaz), and her 
elderly mother Irene (Judith Magre), who is 
romantically entangled with a young male 
escort. 

CATFIGHT (15) 

Anne Heche and Sandra Oh trade physical and 
verbal blows in Onur Tukel's contemporary 
black comedy, which satirises the violence 
percolating beneath the surface of American 
society. Veronica (Sandra Oh) lives with her 
husband Stanley (Damian Young) and their son 
Kip (Giullian Gioiello), whose love of art is 
repeatedly mocked by his red wine-guzzling 
mother. 

She advises her boy to abandon any thoughts 
of pursuing a creative career and concentrate 
on graduating from Yale and making as much 
money as possible from a job in the financial 
sector. At a party for Stanley, Veronica 
encounters her old college nemesis Ashley 
(Anne Heche), a struggling artist whose violent 
paintings have been deemed unsellable by her 
art dealer (Stephen Gevedon). 

Tension simmers between Veronica and Ashley, 
and when the two women find themselves alone 
in a stairwell at the end of the night, fists and 
feet fly. One of the women ends up in a coma 
for two years as a result of her horrific injuries 
and a bitter rivalry is established that will lead 
to two further brutal and bruising skirmishes. 



THE TIME OF THEIR 
LIVES (12A) ★★★★★ 

BIRDS of a greying feather 
squawk together in 
writer-director Roger 
Goldby’s gently effervescent 
road movie that reimagines 
Thelma & Louise 30 years 
later with dodgy hips, walking 
sticks and nagging regrets. 

Modest in its dramatic 
ambitions - and largely 


achieving them - The Time Of 
Their Lives is a bittersweet 
valentine to the 
transformative power of 
female friendship as seen 
through the eyes of elderly 
characters, who are usually 
relegated to supporting roles. 

Goldby’s film is clearly 
targeting older audiences, 
who flocked to The Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel, 
Philomena and The Lady In 
The Van. His portrait of 


sisterhood in twilight years 
isn’t in the same league as 
those polished pictures and 
will be a cosier fit for 
primetime Sunday evening 
TV than the big screen. 

However, small can be 
beautiful and there a 
moments in Goldby’s script 
and the performances of lead 
actresses Joan Collins and 
Pauline Collins that prove 
there is life after you start 
collecting a pension.

The Time Of Their Lives is a 
sweet and inoffensive tale of 
reminiscence and awkward 
reconciliation, which allows 
the two leads to play to 
crowd-pleasing type. 

Dramatic contrivances and 
a messy final act cluttered 
with two dead bodies unpick 
some of the good work, 
drizzling positive messages of 
female empowerment and 
independence with the sticky 
syrup of sentimentality.

V IEWERS were left bereft 
when Mary Berry 
announced she 
wouldn't be following 
The Great British Bake 
Off to Channel 4. 

But fear not, fans - five months 
on and the Somerset-born cook, 
whose final GBBO hurrah came 
in the form of a National 
Television Award for Best TV 
Judge earlier this year, is back 
with a new BBC2 TV series and 
accompanying cookbook, Mary 
Berry Everyday, celebrating 
items which have formed the 
cornerstone of her cooking over 
six decades. 

"I was thinking about, as the 
tide suggests, the everyday," 
explains Mary, 81, whose 
culinary career started, aged 21, 
with training at Le Cordon Bleu 
school, France. 

"Everyday can be just with the 
family, it can mean having 
friends around, it can be a 
special occasion." 

While the six-part series will 
follow Mary as she travels to 
Scotland to enjoy the best of 
their everyday larder; try her 
hand at bee keeping; and teach 
her grand-daughter to milk a 
goat and make cheese, the tie-in 
tome will document her own 
kitchen creations (120, to be 
exact), alongside top tricks and 
tips. 

With everything from hearty 
and wholesome, to indulgent 
and easy crowd-pleasers on the 
menu, it's a catalogue that's sure 
to please. 

"All the recipes are tried out at 
home," notes the star, who 
reveals she welcomes 
constructive criticism from her 
tight-knit family (Mary often 
cooks for her husband, Paul 
Hunnings, and their 
children and 
grandchildren). 

"The children 
might say, 'Oh 
yuckj or someone 
may say, 'That 
takes too long to 
doj and those don't 
go in the book," she 
confides. "But I 
make sure there 
aren't too many of 
those! 

"It's important 


not to have too many ingredients 
or pieces of equipment," she 
adds. "I want to 
inspire people to 
cook, and I do 
think a book is a 
nice thing to have. 
I'm very lucky that 
people trust me 
and that they have 
a go." 

With more than 
70 titles under her 
belt, it's safe to say 
people do trust 
Mary - and fans 


will be pleased to hear she isn't 
hanging up her apron strings any 
time soon. 

"I'm not stepping back; I am 
doing different things," Mary 
insists, resolute in her choice to 
keep busy. 

"Maybe Mel (Giedroyc), Sue

It was a 
winner with my pal as we 
sipped it together. It is fresh 
and vividly typical of 
sauvignon blanc - with 
aromas of tropical fruit and 
just a touch of nettle with a 
sprightly citrus flavour.

Abbotts & Delaunay Merlot 
2015 (Majestic, £9.99 or £7.99 
in a buy six deal, 13% abv) 
is a wine in one of two new 
Languedoc ranges from 
Abbots and Delaunay - Wild 
Fruits and Wild Flowers.

Do this in 
batches, remove the meat as 
it is cooked and set aside. 

3. Pour in a little more oil if 
needed and add the shallots, 
carrots and mushrooms.

4. Measure the flour into a 
bowl and whisk in the ale, 



slowly to make a smooth 
paste before adding the rest. 

5. Return the meat to the 
dish, then pour in the flour 
mixture and stock. Stir over a 
high heat until the liquid is 
thickened and bubbling. 

6. Add onion marmalade/ 
chutney, Worcestershire 
sauce, gravy browning and 
bay leaves. Season, then stir 
as you bring back up to the 
boil. Cover with the lid and 
place in the oven for two to 
two-and-a-half hours. 

7. To make the dumplings, 
measure the flour and suet 
into a bowl and season. 

8. Gradually stir in 125- 
150ml of water to make a 
soft, sticky dough. Transfer to 
a floured work surface and 
gently knead until smooth.

Spoon into 
the base of the tin and press 
with the back of a spoon 
until level. Chill in the fridge 
while you make the topping. 

4. Break the chocolate into a 


separate bowl, and sit it ^ 
on top of a pan of 
simmering water. Stir until 
melted but not hot, then 
leave for five to 10 minutes, 
until cool but still liquid. 

5. Meanwhile, tip the 
mascarpone into a bowl, and 
mix with a spatula to loosen 
it. Stir in the cream and 
vanilla extract until smooth. 

6. To make a coulis, place 
half the raspberries into a 
food processor. Add icing 
sugar and whizz until runny, 
then pour through a sieve to 
remove the seeds. 

7. Pour the melted chocolate 
into the bowl with the 
mascarpone mixture and stir 
to combine. Don't over-mix. 

8. Spoon half the white 
chocolate mixture on to the 
biscuit base in the tin. Use 
the handle of a teaspoon to 
make a few small holes in the 
white chocolate mixture,

pushing right down to the 
top of the biscuit base. 

9. Pour or pipe enough of the 
coulis into the holes to fill 
them, setting aside the 
remaining coulis for 
decorating the top of the 
cheesecake. Spoon the 
remaining white chocolate 
mixture on top and smooth 
and level the top. Cover with 
cling film and chill in the 
fridge for a minimum of six 
hours, or ideally overnight. 

10. To serve, arrange the rest 
of the raspberries on top of 
the cheesecake and drizzle 
over the remaining coulis. 
Run a palette knife around 
the edges of the tin before 
removing the sides and base, 
and sit it on a serving plate.

It’s the 
one that rugby 
player Mike Tindall 
was photographed 
leaving with his wife Zara 
Phillips in 2012 after he had 
been dropped from the England 
squad and fined £25,000 
following his drunken antics in 
a New Zealand bar.

Iron Lady's high-rise home 



THE day that Margaret Thatcher 
decided to pursue her career in 
politics is one that many regret 
but others celebrate even now, 
nearly four years after her death. 

Thatcher was Prime Minister 
for more than a decade, leader of 
the Conservative Party for 13 
years and presided over some of 
the UK’s most tumultuous recent 
history. 

This included the Falklands 
War, a much-maligned ‘poll tax’ 
as well as the miners’ strike, to 
name a few. 

But all of these events could 
have been handled very 
differently if she’d decided not to 
put herself forward as a 
parliamentary candidate during 
the early 1950s, and subsequently 
become an MP in 1959. 

It’s a decision she took while 
living in this sixth-floor, two- 
bedroom apartment in London’s 
Chelsea. 

The flat is within an Art Deco 
apartment block off the King’s 


Road called Swan Court, which 
at the time she lived in with her 
husband Denis and twins Carol 
and Mark. 

Swan Court was built during 
the 1930s and was originally 
meant for bachelors, although 
the flats eventually appealed to a 
much wider audience including 
young families such as the 
Thatchers. 


The wallpaper that she was 
once photographed applying to 
its wall has long gone, and agent 
Edward Thomson of Strutt & 
Parker (07917 067469) says the 
property now needs a complete 
refurbishment.

W ho remembers 
loons, the split 
up of The 
Beatles, the 
all-new decimal 
currency, glam rock and long 
curly hair (and that was just the 
men)? 

Interior design in the 1970s 
was about bold shapes:

with dark neutrals; shag-pile 
carpet and pop art prints. And 
yes, indeed, Seventies style is 
back! Before you groan, 
remember that was everyone’s 
response when the mid-century 
vintage trend started - it was 
associated with post-war 
austerity and no one who had 
lived through it wanted to see it 
again. Now we can’t get enough 
of it - 50s style has become 
ubiquitous, and has entirely 
taken over the neutral 
minimalism of the early 
Naughties. So yes it’s time for a

change. The change in the 
copyright rules that means we 
will no longer be able to buy 
cheap copies of the mid-century 
design classics, especially Eames 
style chairs, and that will hasten 
the shift. 

So how to add a little 
Seventies style to your home? 
The key is not to go overboard. 

So you might want to use 
vintage furniture and some bold 
colours and shapes, but keep the 
back drop neutral and light, 
rather than cladding your walls 
and ceilings in wood as well. If 
you like the wood look, great for 
adding warmth, use it on walls 
or ceilings only, not both. 

Mid-century vintage furniture 
still works a treat with this 
trend, so no need to throw 
anything out. Update it instantly 
by adding a Seventies style lamp 
and a graphic poster. If you want 
to go further, a sofa with straight 
sides and a buttoned back, 
rather like an updated 
Chesterfield, will add the right 
vibe (and I use the word 
deliberately!). The Finn sofa by 
Living it Up is bang on trend. 
And bring in the Seventies 
gold... how about a hanging 
chair in the corner of a room? 
Just make sure you attach it to a 
beam. 

Colours are often the way to 
signpost a style, even if you 
don’t use the shapes. Brown, 
orange or a dull lime green work 
well here, as does turquoise, 
bright yellow, red, strong blue. 
Have I left any out? Pink, of 
course, and who could forget 
purple? But brown and orange 
are the signature colours and 
used singly or together, give an 
instant vintage feel. Just add a 
lot of white or pale, pale grey to 
stop it overwhelming the space. 

One of the ‘go-to’ brands for 
this style is Orla Keily, who has 


been inspired by this era for 
some time now - a single item 
with her signature prints will 
add the correct touch, 
particularly the cushion or 
kitchen ware. The little planter 
shown here is a charming way 
of adding the naive style florals 
that peppered the decade. If you 
prefer undecorated, I love the

The season of joyful hope 




The first roses of spring: Primula 


DOESN’T everyone love a primrose? 
‘Prima rosa’ translates as first rose and 
these beautiful plants epitomise early 
spring. 

A pioneer of early plant breeding was 
one Florence Beilis (1906-1987) who 
influenced the breeding of primula by 


using her index finger to transfer pollen 
between plants. She hybridised these 
beautiful plants and developed more 
colourful strains. 

Primula are now available in blues, 
purples, reds, pinks, yellows creams, 
browns, oranges, ginger and stripes. They 


love early spring sun, moist but 
well-drained soil and summer shade. 

Plant them on banks, near ditches and 
tucked under shrubs - and of course they 
are very happy in pots that can be moved 
in summer to prevent them drying out. 


They can bring a splash of 
colour to places that greenery 
doesn’t reach. It is, of course, too 
early for them to go outside but 
they can be planted up and seeds 
of annuals such as lobelia, 
bidens and petunias such as the 
amazing ‘million bells’ can be 
sown. Keep them protected until 
at least May. 

It’s also the perfect time to put 
up nest boxes and every single 
one is valuable. Choose a 
sheltered site, protected from 
strong winds and direct sunlight 


and angle them downwards to 
shield against rain. 

There are many once-common 
garden birds such as sparrows 
and starlings that need a bit of 
help from a conservation point of 
view. Bear in mind that different 
types of box suit certain species. 
Robins and pied wagtails, for 
examples like boxes with a slot 
or open front whilst tits, 
sparrows and wrens like little 
holes. There are cup-shaped 
nests designed to fit under house 
eaves to suit house martins and 


swallows, and larger boxes for 
owls.

W E ARE now

astronomical spring which 
commences on 20 March.

Why do most people come 
alive in spring? It marks the 
season of new life. Lambs, baby 
birds, puppies, kittens and more. 
They might not all appear 
immediately but chances are 
they are on the way! There’s a 
huge stirring in the garden too. 
It’s amazing how plants respond 
to the increasing light levels and 
the chances are that you can 
already see plenty of daffodils, 
crocuses and the last show of 
snowdrops, hellebores, winter 
aconites and more. 

There are marvellous 
Magnolias bursting forth. 

Indeed, many have already 
opened their pink and white 


flowers. Down in Cornwall it is, 
in fact, the blooming of 
Magnolias that marks the true 
arrival of spring. Head 
gardeners working within the 
Great Gardens of Cornwall 
Group all record their Magnolia 
progress and once seven 
Magnolia campbellii have 50 or 
more open blooms, spring is 
declared in England. The process 
is now being extended across the 
whole of England with the Great 
Garden Watch through the RHS. 

This is the season when 
garden lovers skip around with 
uplifted spirits, happy to be 
outdoors for longer periods. 

Allotmenteers are wielding 
their barrows and busy in their 
greenhouses sowing tomato 
seeds, pricking out seedlings and 
‘growing on’. Shallots and onion 
sets can go in now. Potatoes can 
be chitted, planted and earthed 
up and cucumbers, peppers, 
chillies and aubergines can be 
germinated. 

This is a perfect time to 
prepare hanging baskets too.

I t may be called a MINI, but 
the latest Countryman from 
BMW, which has just gone 
on sale and is now a firm 
challenger in the compact 
SUV/crossover market is 
anything but mini. 

Now, even bigger than its 
immediate predecessor, the 
interior is the best yet. It has a 
real quality feel while still 
retaining many of the retro 
features of the original 
BMW-launched MINI, with its 
huge dinner-plate sized central 
display panel and array of rocker 
switches. 

It is longer, taller and wider 
and even if the increase is not 
huge, it does feel bigger and 
features a new range of petrol 
and diesel engines. 

It certainly looks the crossover 
part with its high stance off the 
road, muscular look with 
integrated roofbars and flared 
wheelarches, eye-cathcing alloys, 
smart eliptical headlights and a 
honeycomb grille. 

While not always to everyone's 
taste, the brand usually attracts 
attention when parked up. 

The interior has an executive 
feel to fixtures and fitting and 
quality soft touch finish, while is 


the purple ambient lighting 
throughout the car adds a classy 
touch. 

In fact the use of lighting is a 
key feature with the changing 
colours on the central control 
screen depending on what 
driving mode you are in and the 
clever puddle lights which reflect 
the winged logo onto the ground 
in the dark. 

There are other clever options 
including picnic bench with a 
foldout loading sill cushion on 
the luggage compartment lid for 


outdoor use and, for the first 
time, touchscreen to the central 
console. 

As ever, it is not cheap, but 
high residuals mean you will 
always get a fair chunk of your 
money back when selling. 

Priced from £22,465, the 
four-wheel drive automatic 
driven here will set you back 
nearly £30,000, but there is a 
good level of standard kit, which 
includes satellite navigation, 
radar and parking sensors, 
Bluetooth and emergency e-call. 


The two-litre diesel tested here 
proved lively, refined, and 
economical, with a claimed 
economy of 57.6mpg and 
emissions of 129g/km. 

Mated to the eight-speed 
Steptronic automatic gearbox, it 
slips effortlessly through the 
gears to deliver excellent 
acceleration. It is barely audible 
on the motorway, although the 
high stance of the car means 
there is wind noise and some 
tyre rumble on lesser roads. 

The interior dash is 


dominated by the circular consle 
which houses navigation and 
multi-media system, but controls 
can still be operated from the 
control dial between the two 
front seats. 

There are five full-sized seats 
and the extra length means extra 
rear seat legroom, while the rear 
bench seat slides to provide 
extra stowage space. The leather 
upholstery in this model has 
neat sporty stitching and is firm 
and comfortable and fully 
adjustable, while headroom is 


good and there is good all round 
vision. 

There is never going to be a 
fantastic amount of space in the 
boot, but 450 litres is decent, 
which increases dramatically 
when the split rear seats are 
folded to 1,390 litres. The boot is 
opened romotely with the key or 
by kicking underneath to trigger 
a sensor for hands-free opening. 

Minis have always been famed 
for their handling and for a tall 
car it handles well. The four 
wheel drive gives added 
confidence when cornering in 
the wet with ALL4 drive capable 
of delivering all the drive to 
either axle. 

The steering is direct, almost 
heavy, but precise. Acceleration 
is also good, although the Cooper 
S badging is a bit over the top in 
terms of real performance. 

It hits 60mph in just over 
seven seconds and for a more 
lively drive, switch to Sport 
mode and paddle gearchange, 
which sharpens up engine and 
suspension settings, while 
delivering those pleasing colour 
changes to the central control 
panel. 

A crossover it may be, but it is 
a class act that delivers a 
satisfying driving experience, 
but offers that oh-so-important 
practicality.

Harlow dealt another blow to promotion hopes

HARLOW Town have been 
leapfrogged in the Ryman Premi¬ 
er by Essex rivals Billericay 
Town, after they suffered a 2-0 
defeat in a match which saw 
former England international 
and West Ham star Paul 
Konchesky grace the Harlow 
Arena. 

A11 the pre-match build up had 
been about Billericay chairman 
Glenn Tamplin taking over from 
Craig Edwards as first team man¬ 
ager and the signing of 
Konchesky, but Danny Chapman’s 
side were focused on trying to get 
back on track after a recent blip in 
form. 

However, things didn’t go to 
plan and Hawks assistant man¬ 
ager Spencer Knight revealed that 
although the Billericay “circus” 
didn’t upset their preparations, 


he felt Harlow didn’t deserve a 
result based on their perform¬ 
ance. 

“Of course we are disappointed 
to lose the match,” said Knight. 
“We are disappointed every 
match that we lose. 

“It was one of those games 
where, although I can’t say that 
we deserved anything from the 
match, if we’d have performed to 
the levels that we know we can, we 
would have caused Billericay lots 
more problems than we actually 
did. 

“It was all about Billericay in 
the build-up and although you 
don’t really want things like that 
disturbing our preparation, you 
just have to prepare for the game 
like it’s any other game. 

“At the moment, the circus at 
Billericay is great for the league 
and I’m certainly enjoying it. 

“When someone starts putting 
loads of money into a club and

signing big name players, I find it 
interesting but, as an opposition 
team, they are just 11 players on a 
pitch that we want to beat regard¬ 
less of where they’ve come from, 
who they’ve played for or how 
much money they’re earning. 

“We spoke to the boys at half¬ 
time and knew that the second 


goal was going to be important 
and if we’d have got it, I could have 
seen us kicking on and getting 
something from the game. 

“Unfortunately, they got it and 
it was a great strike and from then 
on, at 2-0 down, it was always 
going to be hard for us.

“We got promoted last season 
and I feel like we have definitely 
held our own in this division 
which is really good for us. 

“Now though, it is important 
for us to kick on and try and finish 
as high up the league as pos¬ 
sible.” 

The Hawks defence were under 
pressure throughout the first half 
and found themselves behind 
when Billericay winger Mekhi 
McLeod’s cross was headed into 
the top corner by Adam Cunning- 
ton. 

Billy Bricknell turned and 


firing home on 60 minutes to 
double his side’s lead. 

Harlow tried to fight back late 
in the match, but Mario Noto’s 
shot from distance was held easily 
by Alan Julian in the Billericay 
goal and Ibrahima Sonko deflec¬ 
ted a Harlow corner over the bar 
from close range. 

■ BOTH Khale da Costa and 
Lawrence Yiga have left the 
Hawks. 

After joining Harlow in Octo¬ 
ber, da Costa scored four goals in 
his first six games. He went on to 
make 24 appearances, netting six 
more goals. 

However, he has found it hard to 
retain a place in the starting line¬ 
up since the turn of the year, and 
has left in search of regular first 
team football. 

Yiga has been released due to 
internal misconduct, with the 
Hawks saying they will make no 
further statement on the issue. 



VICTORY: Kai Boggon wins in 
Abu Dhabi 

Boggon basks 
in Abu Dhabi 
golden glory 

THE Brownlee brothers had 
better watch their backs if the 
stunning form of young Harlow 
triathlete Kai Boggon is 
anything to go by. 

Kai, aged 14 and a Year 9 
student at Passmores, has just 
returned home from the first 
race in ITU World 
Championships series in Abu 
Dhabi with a gold medal hanging 
around his neck. 

Basking in the impressive 
surroundings of the Yas Marina 
course, the talented teenager 
took the junior triathlon field by 
storm. 

In a strong line-up of 56 young 
athletes representing more than 
20 countries including Australia, 
Germany and the USA, Kai took 
the plunge for the first discipline 
- a 400m swim - in the marina 
which backs onto the FI race 
track. 

He exited the water in an 
impressive sixth place, and made 
up a couple of places in 
transition before starting the 10k 
bike ride around the FI track. 

This is Kai’s strongest 
discipline, and he turned on the 
style as he rode his bike down 
the pit straight around the three 
laps of the track, to come back 
into transition first with a 
handsome 20 second lead. 

With a swift transition Kai set 
off on the 2.5k run and didn’t let 
up despite the 32 degree heat. 

He ran his heart out to lead all 
the way to the finish to take gold 
by a massive 17 seconds, 
completing the race in a very 
impressive time of 33min 08sec. 

Kai’s proud parents were on 
hand to watch, as was one of his 
coaches, Brett Savage, of Roding 
Valley Tri Club, who raced the 
Olympic distance the next day. 

He completed the 1500m swim, 
40k bike and 10k run in a great 
time of 2hr 23min to take 16th in 
his age group. 

Savage said: “Kai was really 
focused. He didn’t just inspire 
the younger ones but inspired 
me too when I did the Olympic 
distance triathlon the next day.” 

Kai is now getting ready for 
the start on the domestic 
triathlon season which starts 
this Sunday. 

His running coach, John Stow, 
of Woodford Green and Essex 
Ladies, said: “Massive 
congratulations to Kai on a 
brilliant gold. 

“He is a massive inspiration to 
all of our younger athletes.” 
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
